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Construction of New Catholic Church 


fathomable despair, that in¬ 
clude baptisms, weddings, 
first Communions, funerals 
and so on along with her 
regular services. 

On January 8th of tliis 
year, the dismantling of 
this Romanesque style odi- 
fice was begun in' order to 
clear the way for a new 
chiurch, at an estimated cost 
of .$600,000. This edifice too, 
will continue to serve the 
parish as the former ch.urch 
did. 

It is fitting that this new 
church, should be huilt by 
a Sierra Madre man too, 
architect John A,ndro Gou- 
gean of West Carter. On this 
■his first church, assignment, 
as one observes the build¬ 
ing coming into being a.nd 
also sees the model, you 
can understand why this 
man is the recipient of the 
“Order of the Gol den 
Trowel” presented him by 
the Southern Califor ,n i a 
Plastering In.stitute for his 
selection and best u.se of 
materials. Tlie man is truly 
an artist, just as Mr. Schiltz 
was in his time. 

Tlio architoctiural concep¬ 
tion of the new church wa.s 
introduced in March of 
1966 and sliowed to lie a 
contemporary southwest ap¬ 
proach to the liistori cal 
theme of the Spanish, Mis¬ 
sions. A design that will bo 
pleasing and harmonious 
when' viewed from any a.n- 
gle and is most certainly 
compatible with the total 
environment, relating t o 
both terrain and mountains 
in the background. Along 
with the simpilicty and 
beauty of the edifice, it will 
be functional. John Gou¬ 
geon is a man vjho is sensi¬ 
tive to all around him and 
gives much thought to all 
his designs which among 
other prcroq.u.iistes to he 
mot, depends on budget, 
terrain and client. He is de¬ 
finitely not just "a.nother 
architect” and gives his all 
to each and every one of 
his designs. 

Contractors for the cliurch, 
Samuel.son Brothers Con¬ 
struction, with Mr. Paul Gu- 
kia.nov as the Job Superin¬ 
tendent are a very inven¬ 
tive, capable organization 
that possess the amount of 
imagination and engineer- 
i.ng know-how that is re¬ 
quired to construct such a 
■structiuro. Using much Sier¬ 
ra Madre talent — names 
like Dapper, Osti, Mackell, 
Root, to name a few — and 
many .sidewalk superinten¬ 
dents — nameless — the 
construction', so far, has 
gone along smoothly and 
with very few problems. 

At this printing, the tim¬ 
ber roof should be complete, 
giving the building her 
final form. 

The inside of the build¬ 
ing, which faces west, will 
req.uire very little in tlio 
way of applied decor, as its 
architectural strength, is in¬ 
tended to convoy the de¬ 
sired mood and will employ 
simple materials — con¬ 
crete, small amounts of 
steel, marble and tile. 

Here again the simiplicity 
which has been the basic

In the base of the campo- 
nile, which will bo poured 
in piace in slip form using 
approximately 100 yards of 
concrete — will be the bap- 
istry. This will have a beau¬ 
tiful symbolic, stained gla.ss 
window of I birds, cros.ses 
and water done by Mr. 
Gougocn. Underneath the 
church will bo the social 
hall with an e.ntrance from 
the east. It will accommo¬ 
date 800 persons and is de¬ 
signed for complete kitchen 
facilities and has a plat¬ 
form at the west end — tho 
focal point being reversed 
to tho chiU.rch. 

There will bo adequate 
parking facilities and a 
largo planted area to the 
soiuthwcst of the church. 
Large walkways around the 
church and around its en¬ 
trance will enable worship¬ 
pers to circulate around the 
cluirch on the same level. 
This will also enable enter¬ 
ing the church without flio 
climbing of any stairs — 
which could be a point, de¬ 
pending on the nature of a 
ceremony or on the physical 
condition of a worshipper. 

So much thouglrt has 
gone into tlio design and 
building of the magnificent 
church that it is hard to 
convey by words alone. 
You really have to see the 
model, the actual building 
and talk with tho architect, 
John Andre Goiugoon to ,un¬ 
derstand and to really be 
apprecativo. 

Much foresight has al.so 
gone into the planning and 
this too, shows great con¬ 
sideration by a man who is 
both modern an.] deeply re¬ 
ligious. All member.s of tlie 
community will admire this 
church, and even tliose 
staunch admirers of tiie 
more conservative building 
designs will come to appre¬ 
ciate and be inspired. I for 
one, can hardly wait for the 
completion of tho church 
and will certainly bo ore 
hand for both the dedica¬ 
tion and to see the look of 
pleased admiration on faces 
of all. Completion is expect¬ 
ed to bn sometime after tlie 
.holidays.
